The United States has endured so m uch—suffered so many h u ­ 
miliations from acts of commission and nets of omission bv the 
Mex icans that it was little wonder that the brigands across the 
Rio Grande had come to believ e that the p eop le of this land 
could not be p rov oked into a war. 
The p ronounced conviction** of the p resent administration 
for world wide p eace were well known to the p eop le of alljands 
and the Mex icans hav e taken adv antage of-these conv ictions. 
Insult and injury has been suffered in silence and at last 
one of the most triv ial incidents of all the many that hav e gone 
before, tax ed the p atience of the p eop le of the United States 
too much and it guv e way . 
An orderly had been sent ashore from one of the v essels 
ly ing at anchor in ih^ harbor of Tamp ico to get the mail. 
Tl e 
Mex ican officials arrested that orderly . 
He was subsequently 
released unharmed and p ermitted to return to his v essel. 
This gov ernment demanded that the gov ernment of Huerta 
in Mex ico ap ologize for the insult offered by saluting the stars 
and strip es. 
The Mex ican federal gov ernment refused to do so and as a 
result the whole arm y and nav y of the United States has been 
made ready and set in motion. 
The great war v essels are 
steaming to Vera Cruz and Tamp ico. 
Oat of Hamp ton Roads, 
drip p ed for battle the dreadnoughts of tho nav y , armed to the 
teeth, sailed last Tuesday . 
Out of the west the Pacific squad­ 
ron is on its way and Mex ico must ap ologize and p ay homage 
to the dignity and p ower of the United States or suffer the con­ 
sequences by hav ing its p orts seized and p erhap s armed inter­ 
vention and control of the whole country . 
It was a p easant hov who gav e Grouchy tin* wrong direc­ 
tions as to the way to Waterloo, and Jieeauso of that Nap oleon 
was humbled and the map of Europ e changed. 
The destruction of millions of dollars worth of p rop erty 
belonging to foreigners, the reign of anarchy in Mex ico under 
which ho m an’s life was safe were insufficient to arouse the 
American p eop le to action and the arrest of a marine from one 
o! the war v essels and the seizure of the gov ernment disp atches 
might also hav e been p assed by , but the refusal to ap ologize for 
the insult offered the stars and strip es was the crowning of­ 
fense of all. 
Abundant in p atience and determined on p eace, there is a 
limit bey ond which tin* p eop le of the United States must not he 
vex ed. 
It armed interv ention is not p rev ented, the cost of humbling 
Mex ico will be enormous, hut hav ing determined up on that 
course there is nothing now sav e an abject ap ology by Mex ico 
which will stay the hand of the United States. 
Mex ico has been p iling p rov ocation on top of p rov ocation 
until t lie cap sheaf of all, a t riv ial incident, by comp arison, made 
the load of it all too heav y to carry longer. 
, 
Ap ology may sav e war at this time, but Mex ico, if war is 
p rev ented, has been taught that the United States will not long­ 
er suffer at her hands without strik ing hack.

Washington, D. C., April 17.—Huerta has parleyed again. 
He demands that his salute to the United States flag shall be 
returned simultaneously, gun for gun. This President Wilson 
is practically certain not to accept. 
The latest hitch at the 
eleventh hour, when officials here expected that the situation 
was as good as closed, was described 
in dispatches from 
O'Shaughnessy. Wilson discussed it with the Cabinet officials. 
Administration men said privately that Huerta’s counter propo­ 
sition would not be accepted. The developments of the confer­ 
ence hore out the fears of those officials who expected Huerta 
would equivocate again. 
Any intention of recalling any of the battleships now on 
their way to Tampico, has been abandoned. Those close to the 
administration expect President Wilson’s demand for an apol­ 
ogy to be backed up by the fleets. 
The text of O Shaughnessy s dispatches was not made pub­ 
lic but it became known that Huerta’s latest proposal was that 
as his guns fired a salute to the stars and stripes, as an apology 
for continued affront to the United States, particularly the re­ 
cent arrest of marines at Tampico, that the guns of the Ameri­ 
can fleet should reply simultaneously, gun for gun. 
Officials here were ready to acknowledge Huerta’s salute 
of 21 guns, after it had been finished, with a return salute, such 
as is described in naval customs and practices. That would be 
merely acknowledging and “ amend honorable”. But to return 
the salute gun for gun, they pointed out, would make the apol­ 
ogy valueless. 
Officials discussed Huerta’s latest move as an act to pre­ 
serve his own dignity before the Mexican people in that part 
of the country under his control. While President Wilson and 
the Cabinet will decide what shall be done, the opinion was ex­ 
pressed freely in official circles that nothing but an official apol­ 
ogy and such a salute as the United States demands, would be 
acceptable now. When the Cabinet adjourned. Secretary Bryan 
still described negotiations as “ encouraging but not final” . 
I have received one message from O’Shaughnessy and have 
sent one in reply,” he said. Secretary Bryan left the Cabinet 
while it was still in session to go to the State department and 
send some dispatches.

Huerta and Carranza factions seemed 
almost 
inexhaustible. 
The United States bas endured so much— suffered so many hu­ 
miliations from acts of commission and acts of omission bv the 
Mexicans that it was little wonder that the brigands across the 
Kin (Jramie bat! come to believe that the people of this land 
could not Im1 provoked into a war. 
The pronounced convictions of the present adm inistration 
for world wide peace were well known to the* people of a1Inlands 
and the Mexicans have taken advantage of*these convictions. 
Insult and injury has been suffered iii silence and at last 
one of the most trivial incidents of all the many that have gone 
before, taxed the patience of the people of the United States 
too much and it gave way. 
An orderly had been sent ashore from one of the vessels 
lying at anchor iii lh- harbor of Tampico to get the mail. 
TI e 
Mexican officials arrested that orderly; 
He was subsequently 
released unharmed and permitted to return to his vessel. 
This government demanded that the government of Huerta 
in Mexico apologize for the insult offered by saluting the stars 
and stripes. 
The Mexican federal government refused to do so and as a 
result the whole army and navy of the United States has been 
made ready and set in motion. 
The great war vessels are 
steaming to Vera Cruz and Tampico. 
Out of Hampton Roads, 
stripped for battle tho dreadnoughts of the navy, armed to the 
teeth, sailed last Tuesday. Out of the west the Pacific squad­ 
ron is on its way and Mexico must apologize and pay homage 
to the dignity and power of the United States or suffer the con­ 
sequences by having its ports seized and perhaps armed inter­ 
vention and control of the whole country. 
It was a peasant boy who gave Grouchy the wrong direc­ 
tions as to the way to Waterloo, and because of that Napoleon 
was humbled and the map of Europe changed. 
The destruction of millions of dollars worth of property 
belonging to foreigners, tin* reign of anarchy in Mexico under
